A record-breaking budget of 
$2,099,922 plus special articles 
valued at $707,583 are now being 
considered by the Finance Com- 
mittee, 

And voters will have theirchance 
at the budget and articles, as rec- 
ommended by that Committee, 
Saturday, March 9 at 1:30 p.m. 

This year’s budget is $401,283 
greater than the one considered 
by the FinCom a year ago. But it 
is Slightly less than the tentative 
budget totals published during the 
past few weeks. Some $126,314 
was lopped off those preliminary 
figures. 

The combined value of budgets 
and articles is $2,807,505. Last 
year, prior to Finance Committee 
study, these items grossed $2,- 
711,667. But later on, the South 
School was added at another $980,- 
000. Thus the 1957 requests, 
though rising steeply, are less 
than last year’s, including the ma- 
jor school item. 

Departments falling within the 
Selectmen’s budget total $858,-

Library W ants 
Addition Now 


For the third year, the trustees 
of the Memorial Hall Library have 
decided to ask for an addition to 
the library. 

But the estimated cost in 1957 
has risen sharply from last year’s 
approximation, trom $175,000 to 
$192,000. Kach year the voters 
have listened to the library’s 
request for an addition and have 
vetoed the proposal although ex- 
pressing interest in the problem. 


The general comment from the 
floor of town meeting has been 
that other matters were more 


pressing than the library’s added 
Space, 
Chairman Arthur Reynolds spoke 


about the addition during the 
library’s budget hearing. He 


pointed out that the space problem 
was acute two years ago and has 
become worse. He made the point
